tas LONGEST STRIKE in the history 


of the Italian labor movement ended 
last week when the sulphur miners of 
Sicily won victory after 50 days of struggle. 


The victory was achieved following the 
threat ofa general strike throughout Sicily. 


The mine owners agreed to wage increases 
and conceded advance payment to the miners, 
who have been kept alive through the solidarity 


of other Sicilian workers. 


The sulphur miners consider their success only 
the first phase of their struggle. Their objective 
yemains to compel the capitalist owners to mod- 
ernize the sulphur mines and to prevent disman- 
tling encouraged by U.S. competition and 
American sulphur monopoly interests. 

The Sicilian strike showed how a formerly 
weak working class. in feudal Sicily has developed 
to a position where it plays the role of vanguard 
in the island's political life. 

Meanwhile, a nationwide Italian movement 
for pay increases is foreshadowed by the approval 
of the central. cgmmittee of the General Gonfed- 
eration of Italian. Workers (CGIL) of a resolution 
empowering all trade unions to- press wage de- 
mands on a national scale. The CGIL has also 
decided to intensify the fight in defense of un- 
employed workers, and has demanded that public 
works organized by the state, municipalities and 
provinces must be of a productive nature.

The-scope of the program may be seen from 
the fact that it is planned to increase workers’ 
family- housing 500 percent within five years, 
while hostels for single workers will be increased

The London opening of Marcel Pagnol’s Topaze ih 1930 was my 
most memorable and horrible first night. I had turned down an offer 
to play my original part of The Man in Possession in New York in 
order to play the title role in Topaze in London—a play which had 
triumphed in Paris and on Broadway where Frank Morgan had 
scored so heavily in the great part.

We Aad a wonderful cast which included Alice DelL.ysia, the re- 
nowned French revue star, in her first legitimate part, the late Frank 
Cellier, and Martita Hunt, now playing so magnificently in The Mad- 
woman of Chaillot at the Belasco.
